KEEPING THE ROADS OPEN 
Paved streets and improved hig hwa ys 
have imposed a duty and ex pense hardly 
anticipated by the early builders. 
The 
duty and ex pense here referred to have 
to do with the removal of snow, which is 
an economic necessity rather than a con­ 
venient lux ury. 
It is estimated tha t 120,000 miles of 
streets 
and highw^ays in the thirty-six 
states in the so-called snow belt will be 
kept open this winter though nature may 
do her darndest to block them with snow 
and ice. 
Millions of dollars are spent annually to 
keep motor traffic moving 12 months and 
365 days of the year. 
But it is money 
well spent. 
It is just as essential to keep 
main hig hwa ys open as to keep the rail­ 
roads in operation, the Hannibal Courier- 
Post says. 
Over these roads daily pass 
thousands of motor trucks carrying per­ 
ishable freight, more thousa nds of a uto­ 
mobiles carrying customers to town, rural 
mail carriers, and school buses. 
The new activity in keeping hig hwa ys 
open is attributed to a refusal to allow 
business to slow down and rural trade 
to fall off during the winter months. It 
is estimated tha t every $100 spent plow­ 
ing snow off motor hig hwa ys yields a 
business return of $1,000. 
But purely as 
an economic proposition, it would be poor 
policy to a llow a road which cost mil­ 
lions to build to lie idle and useless for 
months of the years when the cost of 
keeping it in continuous use is relatively 
trifling.

HAVE A HEART 
There are not so many shopping days 
before Christmas as there 
were 
when 
first you were asked to do your Christ­ 
mas buying early, and there is no hope 
tha t the number is going to increase be­ 
tween now and midnight of the twenty- 
fourth. 
Nor will prices be reduced, nor 
will the quality of the goods now on the 
shelves increase. 
So why linger and de­ 
lay? 
Perhaps there are those who believe 
that “ Do your Christmas shopping early'’ 
is a slogan devised by merchants who 
thoug ht they would sell more goods if 
people bought 
early, 
and 
then took 
thought, and discovered that there wa s 
more buying they ought to do. 
But while 
that doubtless occurred to the merchants, 
it wa s not by any means the controlling 
motive that inspired the shop-early propa­ 
g a nda which greets us annually. 
The fact 
is, the 
request 
for 
early 
Christmas shopping came, first, chiefly 
from the postoffices, the ex press com­ 
panies, the railroads and the sales and 
delivery people, all of whom found them­ 
selves swa mped by a tidal wa ve that hit 
them suddenly and left them devastated. 
Some wa y had to be found for controlling 
this tide, for distributing its volume. So 
an attempt wa s made to educate the pub­ 
lic into buying early and shipping early. 
The fea r of the merchant is not so 
much that his sales will not reach the 
hoped-for peak as that his future will be 
jeopa rdized.' 
There is nothing that so 
disrupts a carefully-built organization as 
the overstrain of the two or three days 
— and 
nights— of 
hurried 
and 
harried 
labor 
before 
Christmas. 
Clerks break 
down; some of them lea ve; others are not 
fit again for some time, and mea nwhile 
system g oes to the dogs and sales-ma- 
cliines have to be rebuilt. Customers, too, 
offended by some fra zzled employe, get 
sore and vow never to trade there again. 
So the merchant, desiring to serve his 
public well, asks the public to help him 
to di so by distributing Christmas buying 
over as long a period as possible. 
So it behooves the public, since it wants 
good service, to remember that the chief 
element in that service is the human ele­ 
ment and tha t the human machine breaks 
under undue strain just like any piece 
of machinery. 
And because there is a 
l.uman 
clement 
involved, 
and 
because 
Christmas is a time for special charity to 
all humans, it is only reasonable that 
shoppers and shippers be considerate of 
llic store clerk, the postal employe and 
the servants of the ex press companies and 
railways. 
They wa nt to enjoy Christmas, 
too. 
Why make the Yuletide hateful to 
them? 
Have a heart. 
Do your Christ­ 
mas shopping early.

C A NADA FINDS HELP 
From Mexico Intelligencer. 


Of all 
‘‘foreign” countries, the most 
like our own in ev ery way is the Domin­ 
ion of Canada. 
In gov ernment, in eco­ 
nomic problems, in size, in the pioneering 
spirit, and in many other way s beside the 
great geographical 
likeness, 
the 
two 
countries are fraternally close. 
They are 
in a position to understand each other. 
The likeness of gov ernment grows, it is 
true, from the democracy of Mother Eng­ 
land; but it has been modified by the 
spirit of the frontier, and the urge of ad­ 
v enture. 
It has been also necessary for 
Canada and for the United States to face 
a different set of problems from the Eu­ 
ropean. 
The British Empire learned much from 
her ex perience with the United States, 
the rebel colony , as to how to handle the 
Dominion of Canada; and that knowledge 
has gone far in her liberal colonial policy 
w’hich has made the bond strong between 
the Empire and Canada. 
Not too insist­ 
ent, but mutually helpful has been the 
general trend with some ex ceptions to 
prov e the rule! 
At present, Canada is hav ing an ex per­ 
ience from which we, the United States 
should learn. 
She is making up largely 
her agricultural deficiencies through her 
mines and forests. 
We, too, hav e great 
natural resources; but we hav e not until 
this administration gone far toward pre­ 
serv ing either our land or our forests. 
Now, though we are interested in the for­ 
estry preserv ation work as a labor-sav ing 
dev ice, Yv e hav e not aw*akened to Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt’s real dream of the future. 
W e hav e not understood 
his soil and 
forest projects to the full; but it is now 
for us to take them as they are meant. 
W^e should study the proposition fully 
and well. 
We, too, may depend upon our mines 
and our forests for our ex ports when we 
meet with crop failure or come to mo­ 
ments of depression and surplus in the 
Yv orld grain markets. 
If so, we must look 
to our forests, plant for the future and 
preserv e for today .
